To  the  Mayor ,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Wallsend 


Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1952. 

It  is,  I  think,  worth  while,  in  a  report  such  as  this  to  draw 
attention  occasionally  to  the  comparatively  small  population  on 
which  the  statistics  are  based.  As  units  of  population  become 
smaller,  the  significance  of  percentage  figures  becomes  progressively 
less,  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  take  figures  for  a  few  years  into 
consideration  before  reaching  a  conclusion. 

The  foregoing  remarks  were  prompted  particularly  by  the 
dramatic  fall  in  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  from  40.0  per  thousand 
live  births  in  1951  to  28.0  in  1952.  (England  and  Wales  27.6).  It  is 
indeed  encouraging  that  an  industrial  area  such  as  Wallsend 
should  be  so  near  to  the  average  national  figure  and  it  will,  no 
doubt,  inspire  all  those  engaged  in  child  welfare  work  or  in  any 
way  connected  with  young  children  to  new  efforts  for  further 
reduction  in  mortality  and  morbidity. 

No  one  would  dispute  that  the  number  of  cases  remaining  on 
the  Tuberculosis  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  much  too 
high  (341  compared  with  296  at  the  end  of  1951).  Yet,  out  of  this 
number,  the  total  known  to  have  positive  sputums  (and  therefore, 
to  be  a  possible  source  of  dangerous  infection)  was  fortunately 
small.  It  would  seem  to  be  generally  agreed  that  the  increase  in 
the  total  number  on  the  register  is  due  at  least  partly  to  improved 
methods  of  diagnosis  and  more  intensive  tracing  of  contacts,  to  a 
greater  willingness  to  come  to  the  Chest  Clinic  to  be  examined,  to 
the  increased  use  of  the  Mass  X-Ray  Units  and  lastly  but  not 
least  to  the  striking  fall  in  the  death  rate  due  to  new  methods  of 
treatment,  as  a  result  of  which  many  who  would  possibly  have 
died,  remain  alive. 

In  one  particular  sphere  the  outlook  has  shown  no  improve¬ 
ment  during  the  year.  I  refer  to  the  arrangements  made  for  the 
care  of  the  aged.  Briefly  speaking,  the  County  Council  is  respons¬ 
ible  for  providing  accommodation  for  aged  people  who  are,  though 
able  to  get  about,  no  longer  able  to  look  after  themselves  in  their 
own  homes  and  who  have  no  friends  or  relations  who  are  able  or 
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willing  to  take  care  of  them.  On  the  other  hand,  the  aged  chronic 
sick  who  are  completely  or  partly  bedridden  are  the  responsibility 
of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  It  is  at  once  apparent  that  this 
division  of  the  care  of  the  aged  is  entirely  artificial  and  bears  no 
relation  to  the  needs  of  the  situation.  More  accommodation  is 
needed  urgently  and  all  accommodation  available  should  be  under 
the  control  of  the  one  authority  with  a  responsible  officer  in 
charge  to  control  and  co-ordinate  admissions. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  for  their  kind  encouragement, 
to  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  for  their  assistance,  and  to  the  Chief  Clerk  for  his  work  in 
preparing  the  statistical  material  for  this  report.

GENERAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. — The  mid-year  population  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General  was  48,790  an  increase  of  220  from  the  1951 
ligure. 

Births.—  There  were  930  live  births  recorded  representing  a 
birth  rate  of  19.06  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  a  rate  of 
18.48  in  1951.  The  rate  remains  higher  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales  (15.3). 

In  addition,  there  were  27  still  births  representing  a  still-birth 
rate  of  28.2  per  1,000  live  and  still  births.  There  were  24  illegiti¬ 
mate  births  (2.6  per  cent,  of  the  total  live  births). 

Deaths. — The  total  number  of  deaths  of  Wallsend  residents 
was  503,  equivalent  to  an  annual  death  rate  of  10.31  per  1,000  of 
the  population  as  compared  with  a  rate  of  11.24  in  1951  and  11.89 
in  1950.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1952  was  11.3, 
the  rate  for  160  large  towns  was  12.1  and  for  the  160  smaller 
towns  11.2. 
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Infantile  Mortality. — 26  infants  died  before  completing  the 
first  year  of  life  as  compared  with  36  in  1951.  This  represents  a 
rate  per  thousand  live  births  of  28.0.  The  corresponding  rate  for 
1952  for  England  and  Wales  was  27.6,  for  160  large  towns,  31.2, 
and  for  the  160  smaller  towns,  25.8. 

Tuberculosis. — The  number  of  new  cases  notified  was  88 
(71  pulmonary)  as  compared  with  106  (91  pulmonary)  in  1951.  The 
number  of  deaths  fell  from  15  (11  pulmonary)  in  1951,  to  9  (8 
pulmonary)  in  1952. 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  population  from  Tuberculosis  was 
0.18  (0.31  in  1951)  compared  with  0.24  for  England  and  Wales, 
0.28  for  160  large  towns  and  0.22  for  160  smaller  towns. 

Infectious  Diseases. — There  was  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  in  1952,  1072  cases  being  notified 
compared  with  644  in  1951.  The  increase  was  entirety  due  to  the 
notification  of  Measles.  The  total  number  of  deaths  due  to 
infectious  diseases  was  33  (9  due  to  Tuberculosis)  compared  with 
42  in  1951  (15  due  to  Tuberculosis). 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  Municipal  Borough  of  Wallsend  with  an  area  of  3,543.993 
acres  and  a  river  frontage  of  2.1  miles  on  the  North  bank  of  the 
River  Tyne,  is  situated  between  the  City  and  County  of  Newcastle 
upon  Tyne  on  the  west  and  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth  on 
the  east  in  both  of  which  directions  it  is  already  built  up  so  that  all 
future  housing  or  industrial  development  can  be  established  north¬ 
wards  only. 

The  area  is  almost  entirety  an  industrial  one,  the  chief 
industries  being  shipbuilding  and  repairing,  marine  and  general 
engineering,  rope  making,  as  well  as  coal  mining  and  coal  export. 

The  larger  firms  operate  welfare  schemes  and  provide  canteen 
and  recreation  facilities  for  their  employees  besides  which  the 
local  Colliery  Welfare  Scheme  has  established  pit-head  baths. 

Employment. — During  the  year  there  were  507  people  regis¬ 
tered  as  unemployed  in  the  Borough  out  of  a  total  insured 
population  of  24,624.

WATER. 


The  area  is  served  by  the  Newcastle  &  Gateshead  Water 
Company,  who  maintain  a  plentiful  and  wholesome  supply 
throughout  the  year. 

The  service  is  adequate  and  satisfactory. 

To  ensure  the  maintenance  of  a  high  standard,  regular 
chemical  and  bacteriological  tests  are  made,  and  sources  of  im¬ 
purities  dealt  with. 

The  Company  invariably  readily  investigate  any  complaint, 
and  effect  a  remedy. 

To  conserve  the  domestic  supply  in  summer  time,  water  is 
available  from  other  sources  for  street  watering,  industrial  uses,  etc. 

A  proportion  of  the  older  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough  have 
the  service  pipes  only  laid  into  the  yard. 

When  the  shortage  of  houses  becomes  less  urgent  these  houses 
will  be  dealt  with  either  in  Slum  Clearance  Schemes  or  the  Owners 
will  be  requested  to  carry  out  works  of  reconstruction. 

The  following  report  was  received  from  W.  Gordon  Carey, 
F.I.C.,  Public  Analyst,  Newcastle,  on  a  sample  of  water  taken  on 
the  2nd  October,  1952,  from  a  dwelling  house  in  the  Borough.

NORTH  EAST  DIVISIONAL  COUNCIL. 

On  the  29th  May,  1952,  an  Executive  Committee  was  held  at 
the  Town  Hall,  Newcastle,  and  it  was  resolved  that  a  meeting  be 
convened  of  all  local  authorities  in  Northumberland,  Durham  and 
the  Cleveland  Division  of  Yorkshire  to  discuss  the  formation  of  a 
North  Eastern  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee. 

On  the  4th  September,  1952,  a  further  meeting  was  held  of 
the  Divisional  Council  and  it  was  decided  to  form  a  Durham  and 
Northumberland  North  Eastern  Regional  Smoke  Abatement 
Committee,  and  that  representatives  from  the  several  Authorities 
have  a  further  meeting  in  order  to  discuss  formation  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee. 

No  further  progress  has  been  made  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

PUBLIC  BATHS. 

The  Corporation  provide  a  public  swimming  bath  available 
for  the  public  from  April  to  October,  during  which  time  it  is 
largely  attended  by  swimmers  of  both  sexes,  with  special  sessions 
for  male,  female  and  mixed  bathers. 

The  water  is  heated  and  maintained  at  a  temperature  of  74-76 
dgs.  Fah.

A  Wallace  and 
Tiernan  Automatic  Hydraulic  Solution  Feeder  is  also  installed, 
and  this  instrument  will  by  suitable  adjustment  of  the  strength  of 
the  pH  corrective  solution,  ensure  that  the  final  sterilising  solution 
discharged  to  the  swimming  bath,  will  have  the  desired  constant 
pH  value.

The  Food  Standards  (Ice  Cream)  (Amendment)  Order,  1952. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  issued  the  above  Order,  which  came  into 
operation  on  the  7th  July,  1952.  The  Food  Standards  (Ice  Cream) 
Order,  1951,  has  been  amended  and  the  standard  for  Ice  Cream  is 
now  as  follows  : — 

Ice  Cream  shall  contain  not  less  than  4  per  cent,  fat,  10  per 
cent,  sugar  and  5  per  cent,  milk  solids  other  than  fat  : 

Provided  that  : — 

(i)  ice  cream  containing  any  fruit,  fruit  pulp  or  fruit  puree 
shall  either  conform  to  the  standard  set  forth  above  or, 
alternatively,  the  total  content  of  fat,  sugar  and  milk 
solids  other  than  fat  shall  be  not  less  than  21  per  cent,  of 
the  ice  cream  including  the  fruit,  fruit  pulp  or  fruit  puree, 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  such  total  content  of  fat,  sugar 
and  milk  solids  other  than  fat  shall  include  not  less  than 
6  per  cent,  fat,  10  per  cent,  sugar  and  2  per  cent,  milk 
solids  other  than  fat  ; 
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(ii)  “  Parcv  ”  (kosher)  ice  sold,  offered  or  exposed  for  sale 
under  that  description  shall  contain  not  less  than  8  per 
cent,  fat  and  not  less  than  14  per  cent,  sugar  and  the 
standard  for  ice  cream  set  forth  above  shall  not  apply  to 
this  product.

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS. 

SWINE  LEVER. 

One  suspected  case  of  Swine  Fever  was  reported  during  the 
year.  The  case  was  notified  on  the  4th  December,  1952  at  a  piggery 
situated  in  West  Street,  Wallsend. 

The  Divisional  Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  investigated  the  case  but  the  disease 
was  not  confirmed. 

FOOT  AND  MOUTH  DISEASE. 

The  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  (Controlled  Areas)  Special 

Order  No.  16,  1952. 

Owing  to  outbreaks  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  in  Cumber¬ 
land,  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  issued  the  above 
Order  on  the  11th  July,  1952,  which  restricted  the  movement  of 
animals  in  the  Borough  unless  authorised  by  licence. 

Two  persons  were  warned  against  infringing  the  provisions 
of  the  Order. 

ANTHRAX. 

No  cases  of  Anthrax  occurred  during  the  year. 


FOWL  PEST  ORDER,  1936. 

On  the  3rd  December,  1952  a  Form  “B”  notice  was  served  on 
a  poultry  keeper’s  premises  in  the  Borough. 

The  poultry  had  been  purchased  from  an  area  in  Yorkshire 
where  a  suspected  outbreak  of  Fowl  Pest  had  occurred.  On  the 
10th  December,  1952,  the  disease  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  Form  “A”  was  served  on  the 
occupier  of  the  infected  premises.  9  of  the  poultry  were  slaughtered 
by  the  Ministry’s  Veterinary  Inspector  and  the  carcasses  were 
burned.  The  poultry  house  and  fittings  were  also  disinfected. 

No  further  outbreak  occurred. 

The  above  case  of  Fowl  Pest  is  the  first  that  has  occurred  in 
the  Borough. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  THEATRES, 

MUSIC  HALLS,  ETC. 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  120 — August  25th,  1920.
